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Planting  Directions  for  Raising  Real  Glads 

H.  J.  NITCHMAN 

Realizing  that  there  are  always  some  new  Glad  fans  who  appreciate  a  word 
about  the  culture  of  Glads  we  are  herewith  giving  a  few  simple  rules  for  their  care 
and  attention.  There  may  be  some  who  will  not  agree  with  the  ideas  set  forth  but 
the  fact  remains  that  these  are  rules  laid  from  our  own  experience  and  with  which 
we  have  grown  some  prize  winning  spikes.  We  wish  you  success  in  following 
these  rules. 

In  the  first  instance  you  must  choose  good  varieties — not  necessarily  high 
priced  ones  but  those  that  are  popular,  characterized  by  appearing  on  the  lists  and 
in  the  catalogues  of  most  growers  throughout  the  land.  There  is  a  reason  for  it. 

Secondly — plant  bulbs  of  not  smaller  than  medium  size  if  growing  for  blooms. 
Top  size  or  large  is  preferred  but  usually  medium  will  give  fine  spikes.  Small 
bulbs  will  usually  give  a  smaller  spike  and  bulbets  will  occassionally. 

Plant  when  soil  becomes  warm,  along  in  late  April,  in  a  mellow,  well  drained 
soil  that' j  receives  full  sunlight.  I  would  advise  planting  large  and  medium  bulbs 
four*/ inches  deep  in  medium  to  heavy  soil  but  deeper  in  sandy  soil.  This  helps 
to  hold  up  those  heavy  spikes.  Before  setting  bulbs,  apply  a  handful  of  bonemeal 
to  each  three  feet  of  row. 

Before  planting  you  should  soak  the  bulbs  for  several  hours  in  disenfectant 
like  Semesan  or  corrosive  sublimate.  This  checks  possible  disease  or  thrip  infec¬ 
tion  on  which  you  will  find  more'  information  on  other  pages  of  this  catalogue. 

After  planting  do  not  disturb  other  than  tamping  soil  down  firm.  When 
spikes  appear  and  are  several  inches  high  begin  to  cultivate  after  each  rain. 

If  no  rain  comes  you  should  water  at  least  once  each  week  allowing  water  to 
thoroughly  soak  the  soil  for  three  inches’  or  more  deep.  After  drying  off,  culti¬ 
vate  again. 

When  spikes  appear  in  leaves  sheath,  make,  a  solution  of  Vigoro  and  water 
and  apply  to  soil  near  plants  allowing  to  soak  in.  This  causes  healthier  blooms. 

In  cases  of  varieties)  that  are  massive  and  heavy  the  spikes  should  be  cut  when 
first  buds  are  halfway  open  and  taken  into  shade  to  open  further. 

If  you  follow  instructions  given  here  you  should  grow  some  of  the  finest  blooms, 
capable  of  giving  competition  to  any  others.  Do  not  be  bashful  about  taking  them 
to  the  flower  shows.  Yours  may  be  the  judges  favorites.

FOREWARD 

Each  year  seems  to  bring  forth  hosts  of  new  treasures  in  the  Glad  game, 
thus  calling  for  new  descriptions,  prices  and  chatter  on  the  merits  of  this  and  that. 
Of  course  we  must  have  a  foreword  ”,  and  this  is  where  I  try  to  crawl  under  some¬ 
thing  and  hide.  It  is  always  hard  for  me  to  start  the  conversation  on  any  subject 
yet  when  I  meet  you  or  any  of  the  host  of  friendly  customers  and  fans  we  have 
made  at  a  Glad  show  or  exhibition  we  always  seem  to  have  a  lot  in  common,  talk¬ 
ing  over  the  merits  of  this  variety  and  that,  alibing  our  spikes  on  the  weather  con¬ 
ditions  and  so  forth.  So  guess  you’ll  just  have  to  be  the  silent  side  of  the  con¬ 
versation  unless  something  I  say  excites  you  to  the  point  of  picking  up  a  pencil  and 
firing  off  a  few  lines  to  tell  me  your  opinion  of  my  criticism,  in  which  case  you  may 
be  sure  I  will  be  real  glad  to  get  it,  and  you  can  look  for  an  answer,  too. 

In  the  very  first  second  of  this  conversation  I  am  going  to  get  the  jump  on 
you  and  tell  you  just  what  kind  of  a  summer  we  have  had.  Some  of  our  neighbors 
say  that  we’ll  have  better  weather  now  that  politics  has  changed  but  believe 
you-me,  whether  its  Republican  or  Democrats  we  are  going  to  live  under  for  the 
next  four  years,  I’ll  tell  the  world  we  can’t  have  a  much  worse  summer  than 
this  one  past. 

Spring  of  1932  we  had  one  rain  after  another  and  we  began  to  think  we 
were  not  going  to  plant  until  August,  but  like  it  always  does,  it  finally  stopped, 
became  partly  dry  and  we  hastened  to  plant  before  it  rained  again.  However 
it  held  off  during  planting  season  and  for  eight  weeks  more  also.  Then  we  had  a 
rain  and  it  dried  up  again  for  another  four  weeks.  Time  to  dig,  we  got  a  start 
and  it  began  to  rain  again.  Day  after  day  it  drizzled  and  we  dug  mud  and  all. 
Well  to  make  a  long  story  short  we  did  not  have  such  nice  flowers  but  for  some 
reason  we  dug  some  of  the  finest  bulbs  we  have  ever  had  the  pleasure  to  see.  Big 
fat  bulbs  shaped  more  like  baseballs,  higher  than  they  were  broad,  the  kind  we 
delight  in  seeing.  So  we  don’t  feel  so  bad  after  all,  and  we  did  manage  to  take  a 
few  prizes  at  the  show  in  Muncie,  Indiana,  the  only  place  we  had  spikes  for. 
Took,  by  the  way,  a  nice  Silver  Cup  and  an  A.  G.  S.  Silver  Medal  and  some  bulb 
prizes  over  there,  at  one  of  the  nicest  shows  we  have  ever  attended. 

Bet  you  were  just  aching  during  my  relating  about  hot  weather,  to  ask  about 
thrips,  weren’t  you?  Well  folks,  I  might  start  a  slogan  “Ntat  a  thrip  in  a  carload” 
but  I  am  not.  1  sincerely  believe  that  there  are  no  thrips  in  our  cleaned  stock 
but  believe  me  we  did  have  them  at  the  beginning  of  summer  and  so  did  lots  of 
other  growers  whom  we  visited.  However  we  got  busy  with  the  little  old  spray 

guns  and  began  a  real  war  on  the  pests.  Our  formulas you  11  find  it  elsewhere 

in  this  catalogue  along  with  all  the  latest  information  on  them.  Here  is  one  thing 
to  remember  about  thrips - get  them  first  or  they'  will  get  you  in  the  long  run. 

Now  Glad  friends,  for  reasons  all  too  apparent,  this  catalogue  is  doomed  to  b 
just  one  fourth  the  size  I  would  like  it  to  be.  But  for  every  page  I  add  in  gos? 
to  you  it  is  costing  several  dollars  more  on  our  production  costs  and  therefc 
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price  of  bulbs  is  that  much  higher.  I  am  going  to  make  everything  in  print  here¬ 
with  just  as  brief  and  to  the  point  as  possible  and  try  to  pass  on  the  saving  to  you 
on  your  purchases.  Following  is  a  short  list  of  new  worth-while  things  we  grew 
this  year  and  is  by  no  means  complete  as  we  tested  several  hundred  varieties  this 
year  and  there  were  dozens  that  went  on  the  scrap  pile.  Among  several  hundred 
thousand  seedlings  we  kept  only  a  few  hundred,  so  you  can  see  that  we  are  work¬ 
ing  on  a  high  standard  of  quality.  The  varieties  were  grown  in  bulb  ground 
rather  than  flower  soil  and  were  rightly  tested,  so  much  that  we  were  criticized  by 
visitors  who  thought  us  demented  when  we  calmly  pulled  out  bulbs  that  cost  us 
plenty  and  threw  them  on  the  compost  pile.  However  it  pays  to  be  really  par¬ 
ticular - our  customers  appreciate  it. 

First  of  all  I  want  to  recommend  TERESA - that  fine  silver  pink  of  Rev.  J  .A. 

Christ.  Folks,  it  is  a  real  all  around  Glad.  His  LEVIATHAN  is  also  a  v/onderful 
Glad,  making  mammoth  spikes  with  a  fine  color.  SUNKIST  FAIRY  is  a  dainty, 
graceful  variety,  one  of  Pety’s  best  originations.  His  new  REGENT,  very  much  like 
MRS.  F.  C.  WILLARD,  is  also  mammoth  in  size  and  delicious  in  color.  Mrs.  Ten¬ 
ant’s  variety  JOHN  HENRY  has  won  a  place  in  our  lists  and  will  stay  there.  SER- 
RATA  and  WHITE  ORCHID  are  very  useful  and  artistic.  HINEMOA  crooks  bad¬ 
ly  like  MAMMOTH  WHITE,  although  both  are  fine  in  their  respective  classes. 
BLUE  ADMIRAL  was  still  the  leader  among  the  late  blues,  outgrowing  all  except 
BLUE  TRIUMPHATOR.  But  the  color  is  so  much  purer  that  there  is  no  com¬ 
parison.  LIGHTHOUSE  is  also  one  of  the  newcomers,  as  is  PALMYRA  and 
SENTINEL.  PIMPERNIL  is  an  excellent  soft  red.  MAORILAND  is  odd  and  un¬ 
usual  and  NELLIE  is  sensational.  T  wo  fine  whites  are  MILKMAID  and  MAID  OF 
ORLEANS.  RED  LORY  is  another  red  Phipps.  ZILLAH  and  SUNNYSIDE  are 
superb.  INSPIRATION  as  shown  at  Pittsburgh  was  beautiful,  as  were  WASAGA 
and  DUNA.  GOLDEN  CHIMES  is  another  fine  yellow  but  still  not  the  one  we 
want.  JUNE  ROSE  is  a  winner  and  DEARBORN  is  a  giant.  We  found  a  new 
red  in  FIREFLAME.  BELINDE  and  LOYALTY  are  fine  additions  to  their  class 
And  I  don’t  mind  saying  that  the  varieties  ADIRONDACK,  ST.  CECELIA,  RICH¬ 
ARD  WAGNER  and  FRANZ  SCHUBERT  are  equal  if  not  superior  to  any  of  the 
above  in  its  respective  color  class.  Furthermore  we  will  bet  that  SMILING  MAES¬ 
TRO,  STAR  PRINCE,  MIGNON,  SUWANEE,  CELESTIAL  QUEEN  or  FAIREST 

OF  THE  FAIR,  properly  grown  will  more  than  equal  the  best  of  the  above  varieties. 
This  is  no  idle  boast.  We  really  believe  in  these  varieties  and  we  are  withdrawing 
some  for  propagation,  having  sold  short  on  some.  ORLANDO  this  year  was  the 
most  spectacular  Glad  on  the  field  but  we  were  sold  short  on  it  last  j^ear  and  will 
have  to  withhold  it  just  another  season,  before  letting  it  go.  NETHERLAND 
PRINCE  and  RAMESSES  were  spectacular  also  this  year  as  was  PILGRIM.  The 
finest  small  flowered  yellow  was  OREGON  SUNSET  by  my  esteemed  friend  Mr.  C. 
C.  Pjper.  Congratulations  on  this  variety,  we  need  it.  MAROLEE  and  MRS.  S. 
A.  ERREY  were  well  liked  and  RODERICK  DHU  and  TROUBADOUR  were  receiv¬ 
ed  well.  MISS  JOY  will  have  a  place  in  our  fields  always.  ANNEHURST  and 
WYOMING  are  delicate  tints  and  KATINKA  was  good.  BOBBY  DOUGLAS  re¬ 
minds  you  of  huge  magnolia  blossoms.  But  folks  I  could  rave  on  about  these  for 
pages,  so  I  had  better  stop  now  while  I  can  still  save  you  money. 

About  the  shows  this  year - well  I  could  find  time  to  attend  only  two - the  one 

at  Muncie,  Indiana  of  the  Indiana  Society  and  the  National  show  at  Pittsburgh. 
Both  were  excellent.  Quantities  of  flowers  were  missing  but  the  spirit  and  quality 
s  th  ere.  Of  course  the  seedlings  were  of  especial  attention  to  us.  Our  own 
e  seedling  won  at  Muncie  although  we  did  not  have  representative  spikes  of 
Mr.  Zimmer’s  seedlings  seemed  to  be  superior  at  both  Muncie  and  at  Pitts- 
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burgh,  although  at  the  National  show  Mr.  Palmer’*  varieties  were  grown  with  longer 
spikes  and  seemed  to  be  of  a  different  type  of  colors  altogether.  Mr.  Zimmer’s 
seedlings  carried  a  mixture  of  bright  blended  flashy  colors  while  those  of  Mr. 
Palmer  were  of  a  more  selected  and  reserved  tone,  more  monotone  and  dignified 
so  to  speak.  There  is  room  for  both  (type*  and  there  will  be  plenty  of  attention 
given  both.  Of  new  varieties  at  Muncie  I  saw  nothing  spectacular.  At  Pitts¬ 
burgh  there  were  a  few  good  new  ones,  among  which  were  FLORENCE  CRANDALL 
aad  MARGARET  FULTON.  Pelegrina  was  shown  there  also  and  seemed  a  good 
color.  Some  good  spikes  of  Wurtemburgia  also  caught  my  eye  and  Palmer’s  new 
blue  was  attractive.  It  seemed,  however,  to  be  an  improved  Heavenly  Blue  with 
no  markings,  just  a  bit  dull  in  cast.  However'  that  was  my  own  vision  perhaps. 
Kundreds  had  a  fine  dining  table  set  with  Glads  that  really  was  artistic.  His  bridal 
boquets  were  artistic  and  airy  and  the  sprays  shown  were  made  up  nicely.  I  of 
course  am  a  florist  and  therefore  was  more  interested  than  some  growers  perhaps, 
but  believe  that  these  made-up  pieces  were  of  greatj  interest  to  the  public  attend¬ 
ance.  Kundreds  Gold  Room  was  a  mass  of  blooms  and  well  deserved  the  big  cup. 
His  make-up  men  worked  hard  for  their  results  and  personally  I  thought  his  exhibit 
was  commendable  even  though  there  was  no  really  new  things  shown  except  the 

miniature  Glads.  The  Gladfather  was  there  with  his  flowers  too  and  believe  he

looks  younger  than  ever.  More  luck  to  you  Mr.  Kunderd.  Venago  Gardens  had 
an  attractive  booth.  Their  variety  Florence  Crandall  was  especially  attractive. 
Saw  no  spikes  of  SOLVEIG  there  although  heard  that  Mr.  Baerman  wa$  present. 
Our  friends  Elmer  Gove  and  J.  D.  Longv  were  absent  too.  True  enough  we  all 
thought  we  were  needed  at  home  worse  but  as  the  time  drew  near  we  just  could  not 
resist  the  tmptation  to  hie  us  away  to  Pennsylvania  and  the  sky  high  floor  of  the 
William  Penn  hotel. 

Perhaps  my  thank*  are  a  bit  belated  but  I  do  want  to  thank  our  customers  of 

last  year  for  their  trade  and  to  ask  for  a  share  of  it  again  this(  season.  I  am  not 

promising  you  a  lot  of  extras  but  I  do  wish  you  would  give  me  a  chance  to  show 
you  the  kind  of  treatment  we  extend  to  any  and  all  orders.  Of  course  the  amount 

of  your  order  has  a  lot  to  do  with  the  amount  of  extras.  I  bet  that  you  will  just 

be  another  one  of  those  fellows  who  will  be  so  surpprised  when  you  start  counting 
your  bulbs  and  bulblets  that  you  will  say — That  fellow  never  went  beyond  the  sec¬ 
ond  grade.  Well  maybe  we  don’t  know  how  to  count,  but  we  know  how  to  treat 
our  customers  at  any  rate.  We  don’t  believe  in  printing  our  letters  of  testimonials 
but  if  you  doubt  us  just  write  and  we  will  send  you  addresses  to  find  out  for  yourself. 

This  catalogue  is  priced  at!  retail  prices.  If  you  are  a  grower,  send  in  your 
order  on  your  letterhead  and  receive  wholesale  prices  on  the  varieties  you  want.

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T  H  R  I  P  S  —  PREVENTATIVE  AND  CURE 
(Excerpts  from  the  Canadian  Glad  Society  Annual,  1932.) 

Hundreds  of  commercial  and  fan  growers  have  been  so  completely  discouraged 
by  the  ravages  of  this  pest  that  every  effort  and  countless  dollars  have  been  expend¬ 
ed  by  the  various  departments  of  pest  and,  insect  control  to  check  the  increase  and 
to  eradicate  the  present  population  of  this  Glad  destroying  menace.  So  far,  little 
ha^  been  accomplished.  Howver  the  following  information  if  followed  faithfully 
will  serve  the  best  weapon  against  its  increase  in  your  stock.  Every  grower  owes 
it  to  himself  and  his  neighbor  tci  use  all  efforts  to  stop  the  spreading  of  the  germs 
and  eggs.  Many  states  and  all  foreign  countries  have  erected  stiff  barriers  to  U. 
S.  grown  Glad  bulbs  and  until  we  have  accomplished  our  purpose  we  will  have  a  hard 
time  exporting  our  products. 

First - Before  planting  time  soak  the  bulbs  with  husk  removed  and  burned, 

in  a  solution  of  a  strong  disenfectant.  We  found  Semesan  too  weak.  Red  seal  lye 
has  been  used  successfully  and  a  6  hour  dip  i4  sufficient. 

Secondly - After  plants  are  a  few  inches  high  begin  spraying  regularly  twice  a 

week  during  hot  weather  with  a  solution  made  up  as  follows:  Paris  green,  four 
tablespoonsful ;  two  pounds  brown  sugar  and  four  gallons  of  water.  Keep  stirred 
all  the  time  when  spraying.  Cover  plant^l  thoroughly  and  youi  will  notice  that  a 
sticky  surface  appears  that  is  also  poison. 

Third - Keep  blooms  cut  from  feld  if  possible.  Burn  all  refuse  blooms  and 

rouge  plants.  Keep  weeds  cut  in  proximity  of  field. 

Fourth - When  digging  time  comes  cut  the  tops  off  close  to  bulb  and  be  care¬ 

ful  not  to  thold  tops  over  the  bulb  tray  or  receptacle*  when  cutting.  Pile  tops  up 
and  sprinkle  with  kerosene,  then  burn  to  ashes.  Wash  bulbs’  free  of  all  dirt  if 
possible. 

Fifth - After  bulbs  are  cleaned  and  in  trays  in  storage  sprinkle  naptha  flakes 

over  bulbs.  Thrips  don’t  like  it.  Fumigate  at  least  three  times  during  the  stor¬ 
age  season  with  Ethelyn  Dichloride-Carbon  Tetrachloride  as  per  directions  that 
come  with  chemicals.  Storage  should  be  at  seventy  degrees  temperature  before 
using.  Formula  calls  for  fourteen  pounds  for  each  thousand  cubic  feet  space. 
Avoid  direct  contact  on  bulbs.  Vapor  is  not  absolutely  deadly  although  is  to  be 
avoided.  Use  gas  mask  when  preparing. 

Another  good  dip  against  thrips  is  composed  of  one  pound  fish  oil  soap  to  four 
gallons  water  at  seventy  degrees. 

We  pass  this  information  on  to  you  as  the  best  we  have  yet  come  across  and 
believe  that  it/  will  reduce  menace  to  minimum.  Our  bulbs  are  nice  and  clean, 
examined  with  microscope  and  found  no  traces  of  thrips.  Precautions  should 
be  taken  on  all  bulbs  however. 

Proper  formula  for  use  of  lye: - Use  one  ordinary  household  box  Red  Seal  ly'? 

to  thirty  gallons  of  water.  Mix  thoroughly  in  luke  warm  water  and  use  in  wooden 
barrels.  Have  tight  cloth  sacks. 
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
